Especially does this 
remark apply to Redlands, which is, 
to a great extent, the creation of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé Com- 
pany. 

The wonderful growth of Southern 
California dates from the entery of the 
Santa Fé system into the State, and 
fora Southern California journal to 
jump upon that company, at a time 
when it is struggling with bad luck at 
both ends of its system, is a piece of 
ingratitude which we are confident 
will be condemned by a large majority 
of the citizens of this end of the State. 


“MACS” FORTIFYING. 


A new kink was revealed yesterday 
in the Powelson case. Powelson, it 
will be remembered, is charged with 
being, by courtesy, a vagrant, but in 
reality belongs to that loathsome class 
of parasites known as “macs.” His 
case has been pending for over a year; 
and has been put off on various pre- 
texts. Powelson's counsel procured a 
writ of prohibition yesterday from 
Judge McKinley. The affidavit sets 
forth that a criminal action is pend- 
ing against Powelson before Justice 
Lockwood, which is set for trial for 
today; that he has not waived his right 
toa trialby jury, but Justice Lockwood 
has denied him that privilege, and 
proposes to try the case himself. The 
writ issued out of Judge McKinley’s 
courtorders Justice Lockwood to re- 
frain from trying the case today, and 
sets April 8th for him to appear and 
show cause why he should not be ab- 
solutely restrained from proceeding 
without a jury. 

The aid of the law is thus invoked 
by the notorious “‘mac’’ to secure him 
all the indulgence which can be ob- 
tained, and Mr. Waterman’s new 
Judge comes to the rescue, furnishing 
law to suit. At this rate of progress 
the crop of criminals of this class will 
not diminish, but increase.

INDIGNANT COLORED... MEN. 
They Meet and Denounce, the. Ex- 

press and Tribune; 

A large, imposing and enthusiastic 
concourse of colored citizens met last 
night at the Plaza to express their 
utter detestation and contempt of the 
infamous character and course of the 
men at the head of the Los Angeles 
Trombone and Evening Express. It 
being evident that the Plaza, spacious 
as it is; would be far too small to con- 
tain the enormous crowd of dusky and 
oppressed humanity which continued 
to pour in from every ward and pre- 
ci net in the city, it was proposed and 
agreed to adjourn to the Rosedale 
Cemetery—an amendment by a vener- 
able colored man to adjourn to Sine Die 
being voted down. The assemblage 
thereupon formed a procession, four 
abreast, preceded by two men carry- 
ing torches and four small boys beat- 
ing oil cans, and in this manner took 
up the march to the cemetery. The 
procession was several miles long, 
more or less, and the number of those 
composing it was variously estimated, 
by members, at from 250 to 10,000. 

Arrived at the cemetery, a general 
and vociferous cry went up for Jacob 
Joseph, a rising young colored law- 
yer, who, in accordance with the in- 
vitation, rose tothe topof a head- 
stone, which he announced was the 
chair. He requested Cardamon Colso 
to act as secretary, but that gentle- 
man excused himself as being un- 
able to write, and Snowflake Biskitt 
took the position on the foot-stone of 
the grave, between the two flickering 
lanterns. i 

The scene was one of rare beauty. 
The pale shimmer of the young moon, 
struggling through a rising fog seme 
shed a weird light over the assembl 
mass of dusky humanity, grouped 
among the tombs, while the dull, sub- 
dued roar of the distant city, mingled 
with the pronounced aroma which 
arose from a dead horse ina neigh- 
boring ravine, reminded those present 
that they were stillin a world of sor- 
row and oppression. 

Jacob Joseph, rising simultaneously 
to the levelof the occasion and the top 
of the stone, addressed the crowd in a 
few words, He spoke sub- 
stantially as follows: Men, brethren 
and citizens!
